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FOREWORD 


Educational  supervisors  and  vocational  counselors  in  Pennsylvania 
have  often  expressed  an  earnest  desire  for  materials  that  would  help 
to  inform  youth  about  professional  and  pre-professional  requirements. 
Because  the  Department  of  Public  Instruction  is  anxious  to  assist 
counselors  and  youth,  so  that  more  intelligent  professional  and  voca- 
tional choices  may  be  made,  this  bulletin  of  pertinent  questions  and 
answers  has  been  prepared. 

Certificates  and  licenses  are  issued  by  and  through  the  Department 
for  sixteen  professions,  trades,  occupations,  and  their  sub-divisions. 
Naturally  much  correspondence  is  received  by  the  Department  relative 
to  educational,  examination,  and  licensure  requirements.  Out  of  this 
correspondence  has  been  culled  some  of  the  pertinent  questions  asked 
most  frequently.  This  has  been  the  source  of  the  materials  found  in 
this  booklet. 

It  is  the  hope  of  the  Department  that  these  questions  and  answers 
may  be  of  help  to  the  young  men  and  women  who  are  attempting  to 
choose  their  professions,  trades,  or  occupations.  The  Department  will 
be  glad  to  furnish  additional  information  about  any  of  the  occupa- 
tions discussed  in  this  pamphlet. 

Acknowledgment  for  the  preparation  of  this  booklet  is  due  Dr. 
James  A.  Newpher,  Director  of  the  Bureau  of  Professional  Licensing, 
Department  of  Public  Instruction,  and  to  various  persons  of  the 
Bureau  for  their  aid  in  editing  the  materials.

L EXAMINING  BOARDS 
ACCOUNTING 

1.  Pre-Professional  Education  Requirements 

A.  Secondary  School 

Q.  What  education  is  required  of  applicants? 

A.  A secondary  school  education  or  its  equivalent.  Each 
applicant  must  present  a pre-professional  qualifying  cer- 
tificate certifying  to  secondary  school  credits  from  the 
Department  of  Public  Instruction. 

Q.  How  is  a deficiency  in  pre-professional  credits  made  up? 

A.  Application  should  be  made  to  the  Pre-Professional  Cre- 
dentials Division,  Department  of  Public  Instruction,  for 
advice  on  subjects  to  be  studied  in  preparation  for  the 
pre-professional  examinations  that  are  given  from  time 
to  time  by  the  Department. 

Q.  Do  experienced  accountants  have  to  submit  secondary 
school  credits? 

A.  An  accountant  who  is  forty-five  years  of  age  and  has  been 
in  continuous  practice  for  at  least  ten  years  immediately 
preceding  his  application  may  be  excused  from  presenting 
a secondary  school  certificate. 

B.  College 

Q.  Is  any  credit  given  for  college  degrees? 

A.  Yes,  evidence  of  a four  year  college  course  is  accepted 
in  lieu  of  two  years  of  experience  in  accountancy.  The 
pre-professional  qualifying  certificate  must  include  and 
indicate  credit  for  college  work. 

2.  Profession  Education  Requirements 

Q.  What  accounting  experience  is  required  of  candidates? 

A.  Each  candidate  must  have  had  at  least  five  j^ears  of  ac- 
counting experience,  two  of  which  must  be  in  the  office 
of  a Certified  Public  Accountant  or  a recognized  Public 
Accountant.  The  remaining  three  years  of  experience 
may  comprise  employment  in  a position  such  as  General 
Ledger  Bookkeeper  of  some  business  concern.  The  Board 
will  pass  upon  the  adequacy  thereof. 

Q.  Will  experience  on  the  staff  of  a “public  accountant”  be 
satisfactory? 

A.  Yes,  if  the  public  accountant  is  a practitioner  of  standing 
and  recognized  as  having  been  actually  in  practice  for  a 
reasonable  length  of  time. 
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Q.  What  evidence  is  required  of  accounting  experience? 

A.  The  applicant  must  present  notarized  letters  from  all 
employers  covering  the  preceding  ten  years,  or  more 
years,  if  desired. 

Q.  Are  there  any  good  evening  school  courses  in  accountancy? 

A.  Yes,  the  large  universities  in  the  Philadelphia  and  Pitts- 
burgh districts  all  have  evening  courses. 

Q.  What  schools  give  accounting  courses? 

A.  Almost  every  college  and  university  of  standing  through- 
out Pennsylvania  has  its  course  in  accountancy  and  allied 
business  subjects. 

3.  Examinations 

Q.  Is  there  an  age  limit  on  applicants? 

A.  The  applicant  must  be  at  least  twenty-one  years  of  age, 
but  most  applicants  are  past  this  age  because  of  the  neces- 
sity of  having  five  years  of  experience. 

Q.  What  subjects  are  covered  by  the  examination? 

A.  General  Accounting  and  Commercial  Law.  Further 
analysis  of  these  two  general  subjects  will  be  found  on 
page  8 of  the  Board’s  rules. 

Q.  What  passing  grade  is  required? 

A.  Each  candidate  is  required  to  have  an  average  of  seventy- 
five  per  cent  for  a passing  grade. 

Q.  When  are  the  examinations  held  and  where? 

A.  Examinations  are  held  in  Philadelphia  and  Pittsburgh 
during  the  month  of  November  of  each  year. 

Q.  When  must  applications  be  filed? 

A.  Not  later  than  the  first  of  October  in  the  year  in  which  ex- 
amination is  to  be  taken. 

Q.  What  is  the  fee  required  for  examination? 

A.  At  the  present  time  a charge  of  $35  is  made  for  each 
examination.  Certified  checks  or  money  orders  made 
payable  to  the  State  Board  for  the  Examination  of  Pub- 
lic Accountants  are  required.  (Money  orders  are  to  be 
made  payable  to  the  Postmaster  at  Harrisburg.) 

Q.  Where  may  an  application  blank  be  obtained? 

A.  Application  blanks  may  be  obtained  from  Mr.  Robert  J. 
Bennett,  619  Land  Title  Building,  Philadelphia,  Secre- 
tary of  the  Board;  or  from  the  Department  of  Public 
Instruction,  Harrisburg. 

Q.  Are  former  C.  P.  A.  examinations  available? 

A.  A limited  number  of  former  examinations  are  available. 
As  long  as  the  supply  is  not  exhausted,  a copy  may  be 
obtained  free  of  charge. 
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Q.  If  one  fails  on  the  first  examination,  may  successive  trials 
be  permitted? 

A.  Yes,  one  may  take  reexamination  a limited  number  of 
times. 

Q.  If  one  subject  is  completed,  may  the  candidate  be  ex- 
cused from  taking  this  subject  on  reexamination? 

A.  Yes,  the  subject  that  is  completed  need  not  be  taken 
again  for  at  least  three  subsequent  years. 

Q.  Are  naturalization  certificates  required? 

A.  Inasmuch  as  one  must  be  a citizen  of  the  United  States, 
anyone  born  abroad  will  be  required  to  present  his  natur- 
alization certificate  as  evidence  of  citizenship.  It  will  be 
returned  promptly. 

Q.  Are  government  employes  admitted  to  examination? 

A.  Men  who  can  meet  all  other  requirements  and  who  have 
had  ample  experience  in  field  audit  work  for  the  Internal 
Revenue  Department  or  for  the  Commonwealth  of  Penn- 
sylvania may  be  admitted,  but  each  applicant  must  have 
had  at  least  one  year  of  experience  in  an  accountant’s 
office. 

4.  Licensure 

Q.  Does  passing  the  examination  entitle  one  to  a degree? 

A.  Each  successful  candidate  receives  an  engraved  certificate 
from  the  Department  of  Public  Instruction,  signed  by  the 
President  and  Secretary  of  the  Board  and  by  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Instruction. 

Q.  May  a C.  P.  A.  certificate  be  revoked? 

A.  Yes,  under  Section  3 of  Act  of  1899  a certificate  may  be 
revoked  after  a hearing  has  been  given  to  the  holder. 
This  is  covered  in  Rule  9 of  the  Board.  Both  revocation 
and  suspension  are  provided  for  in  this  rule. 

Q.  What  are  the  requirements  as  to  reciprocal  certificates? 

A.  The  holder  of  a C.  P.  A.  certificate  from  another  state 
who  can  comply  with  all  of  the  requirements  stipulated 
for  examinees  may,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Board,  obtain 
a Pennsylvania  certificate  without  examination.  Require- 
ments also  include  a one  year  residence  in,  employment 
in,  or  the  maintenance  of  a bona  fide  office  in  Pennsyl- 
vania for  at  least  one  year  immediately  preceding  the  date 
of  application. 

Q.  What  is  the  fee  for  a reciprocal  certificate? 

A.  A fee  of  $50  is  required  of  each  applicant.

PENNSYLVANIA  DEPARTMENT  OF  PUBLIC  INSTRUCTION 


ARCHITECTURE 

1.  Pre-Professional  Education  Requirements 
A.  Secondary  School 

Q.  What  requirements  must  be  met  by  a person  who  desires 
to  enter  an  architectural  school? 

A.  He  must  have  completed  a four-year  secondary  school 
course  or  its  equivalent. 

2.  Professional  Education  Requirements 

Q.  What  requirements  must  be  met  by  an  applicant  who  is 
a graduate  of  an  accredited  school  of  architecture? 

A.  An  applicant,  in  addition  to  having  completed  his  course 
in  architecture,  is  required  to  have  had  three  years’  prep- 
aration in  the  office  or  offices  of  a reputable  architect  or 
architects,  and  be  of  good  moral  character. 

3.  Examinations 

Q.  After  all  requirements  have  been  met,  what  is  the  next 
step? 

A.  (1)  The  applicant  may  apply  for  registration  and,  if 
accepted  under  Class  “A,”  he  will  be  asked  to  ap- 
pear before  the  Board  for  a hearing  or  oral  examina- 
tion. 

(2)  Or  he  may  take  a four-day  written  examination. 

Q.  What  is  the  advantage  to  the  applicant  who  takes  the 
written  examination  rather  than  appear  before  the  Board 
for  an  oral  examination? 

A.  The  written  examination  meets  the  standard  required  by 
the  National  Council  of  Architectural  Registration  Boards 
through  which  a basis  for  reciprocal  transfer  is  estab- 
lished. 

Q.  What  basic  marks  are  required  in  the  written  or  junior 
examinations? 

A.  No  mark  in  any  subject  may  be  less  than  sixty-five  per 
cent.  The  passing  average  must  be  seventy-five  per  cent. 

Q.  When  must  an  applicant  take  a full  reexamination? 

A.  When  failure  is  in  more  than  two  subjects,  a full  re- 
examination is  required. 

Q.  If  failure  is  in  not  more  than  two  subjects,  what  is  the 
procedure? 

A.  In  that  case  only  the  subjects  in  which  failures  occur 
are  required  to  be  taken. 

Q.  What  is  the  minimum  age  for  applicants? 

A.  Each  applicant  must  be  at  least  twenty-five  years  of  age. 
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4.  Licensure 

Q.  When  may  applicants  apply  for  registration? 

A.  (1)  Class  “A”  applicants  are  considered  at  each  Board 
meeting. 

(2)  Written  or  junior  examinations  are  given  in  June 
and  December  of  each  year. 

Q.  How  may  applicants  who  are  registered  in  other  states 
become  registered  in  Pennsylvania? 

A.  Under  Class  “B,”  or  reciprocity,  and  through  the  National 
Council  of  Architectural  Registration  Boards  on  the  basis 
of  reciprocal  transfer.  A person  who  has  secured  registra- 
tion in  another  state  having  requirements  equivalent  to 
those  in  this  Commonwealth  and  whose  registration  is 
in  good  standing  in  his  home  state  may  apply  for  regis- 
tration in  this  Commonwealth  by  proving  conclusively 
his  registration  in  his  home  state  and  by  submitting  an 
exhibit  as  required  by  the  Board.  If,  in  the  judgment 
of  the  members  of  the  Board,  the  applicant’s  record  and 
exhibit  indicate  competency,  he  may  be  registered  in 
Pennsylvania  on  that  basis.  If  his  record  and  exhibit  do 
not  indicate  competency,  the  applicant  is  then  advised  by 
the  Board  concerning  proper  procedure.  They  may  be- 
come registered  by  taking  a written  examination. 

Q.  Who  are  eligible  to  apply  for  reciprocal  transfer  through 
the  National  Council  other  than  applicants  who  have 
taken  the  junior  examination? 

A.  Persons  who  are  registered  by  exemption  in  their  home 
states  and  wish  to  have  their  status  changed  from  “Regis- 
tered by  Exemption”  to  “Registered  by  Examination” 
may  apply  to  the  National  Council  for  permission  to  take 
the  so-called  “Senior  Examination”  before  their  home 
boards. 

Q.  Are  citizens  of  other  countries  eligible  for  registration  in 
this  Commonwealth? 

A.  A citizen  of  another  country  who  desires  to  become  regis- 
tered and  practice  architecture  in  this  Commonwealth  is 
required  to  produce  evidence  of  his  having  filed  his  inten- 
tion of  becoming  an  American  citizen  by  taking  out  first 
papers. 

Q.  How  may  an  architect  from  another  state  which  does  not 
have  a registration  law  secure  registration  in  this  Com- 
monwealth? 

A.  An  architect  from  another  state  not  having  a registra- 
tion law  who  has  had  ten  or  more  years’  experience  as  a 
principal  may  apply  under  Class  “C.”  The  Board  may  or 
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may  not  require  his  appearance  at  a Board  meeting  for  a 
practical  examination. 

Q.  Is  a registered  architect  required  to  pay  an  annual  re- 
newal fee? 

A.  Yes,  $4  on  or  before  June  30  of  each  year. 


DENTISTRY 

1.  Pre-Professional  Education  Requirements 

A.  Secondary  School 

Q.  What  are  the  preliminary  secondary  education  require- 
ments for  license  to  practice  dentistry  in  Pennsylvania? 

A.  Four  years  of  approved  secondary  school  credit  are  re- 
quired. 

B.  College 

Q.  What  are  the  preliminary  college  education  requirements 
for  license  to  practice  dentistry  in  Pennsylvania? 

A.  Two  years  of  college  work  of  not  less  than  sixty  semester 
hours,  including  six  hours  in  English,  six  hours  in  chem- 
istry, and  six  hours  in  biology  or  zoology. 

2.  Professional  Education  Requirements 

Q.  What  are  the  professional  requirements  for  license  to 
practice  dentistry  in  Pennsylvania? 

A.  Four  years  of  study  in  and  graduation  from  a dental  col- 
lege or  school  of  dentistry  approved  by  the  State  Dental 
Council  and  Examining  Board. 

Q.  What  school  would  you  recommend  for  the  studying  of 
dentistry? 

A.  In  Pennsylvania  we  have  three  Class  “A”  schools:  Uni- 
versity of  Pennsylvania,  Temple  University,  and  Univer- 
sity of  Pittsburgh. 

3.  Examination 

Q.  When  and  where  are  examinations  held? 

A.  Examinations  are  held  by  the  Board  in  June  and  Decem- 
ber of  each  year  in  the  cities  of  Philadelphia  and  Pitts- 
burgh. 

Q.  What  is  the  fee  required  for  admission  to  the  examination? 

A.  125.00. 

Q.  Is  an  applicant  for  admission  to  the  dental  examinations 
required  to  take  both  the  written  and  the  practical  ex- 
aminations? 

A.  Yes,  all  applicants  must  take  both  the  written  and  prac- 
tical examinations.  They  must  furnish  a patient  and  all 
materials  for  the  practical  examination. 
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Q.  Does  the  Board  hold  a divided  dental  examination? 

A.  Yes,  students  who  have  completed  the  second  year  in 
dental  school  may  be  admitted  to  the  second  year 
examinations. 

Q.  What  is  the  fee  for  admission  to  the  second  year  examina- 
tions? 

A.  $10.00. 

Q.  If  a student  passes  the  second  year  examinations,  when 
may  the  remaining  part  of  the  examination  be  taken? 

A.  The  remaining  part  of  the  examination  may  be  taken 
upon  graduation  from  dental  school. 

Q.  What  is  the  required  fee  for  a student  who  passes  the 
second  year  examinations  and  makes  application  for  ad- 
mission to  the  final  examinations? 

A.  $15.00. 

Q.  What  procedure  must  a student  follow  who  failed  to  make 
a passing  grade  in  the  second  year  examinations? 

A.  He  may  either  repeat  the  second  year  examinations  or 
take  the  entire  examination  following  graduation  from 
dental  school. 

4.  Licensure 

Q.  How  can  a graduate  of  an  approved  dental  school  qualify 
for  licensure  in  Pennsylvania? 

A.  By  presenting  the  proper  credentials  on  blanks  furnished 
by  the  Board  and  passing  the  State  Board  examinations. 

Q.  Does  Pennsylvania  reciprocate  with  any  of  the  states  in 
the  matter  of  dental  licensure? 

A.  Iowa  is  the  only  state  with  which  Pennsylvania  recipro- 
cates. 

Q.  Is  one  who  holds  a diploma  issued  by  the  National  Board 
of  Dental  Examiners  eligible  for  license  to  practice  den- 
tistry in  Pennsylvania  upon  the  basis  of  the  National 
Board  examinations? 

A.  One  who  holds  a diploma  issued  by  the  National  Board 
of  Dental  Examiners  may  be  granted  a license  to  prac- 
tice dentistry  in  Pennsylvania  on  the  basis  of  his  National 
Board  certificate  providing  the  credentials  he  submits  are 
satisfactory  and  providing  he  has  been  in  the  ethical 
practice  of  dentistry  for  five  years  and  can  present  a 
recommendation  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Dental  Society. 
He  is  also  required  to  pass  a practical  examination. 

Q.  Are  dentists  licensed  in  Pennsylvania  required  to  register 
annually? 

A.  Yes.  All  licensed  dentists  must  register  before  April  1 of 
each  year. 
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Q.  What  is  the  annual  registration  fee? 

A.  $1.00  per  year. 

Q.  What  is  the  penalty  for  failure  to  register? 

A.  The  Board  may  suspend  or  revoke  the  license  of  registra- 
tion of  such  persons  as  fail,  refuse,  or  neglect  to  register 
annually,  or  pay  such  fee. 


ENGINEERING 

1.  Pre-Professional  Education  Requirements 
B.  College 

Q.  What  is  an  approved  school  or  college? 

A.  It  is  a school  or  college  having  been  accredited  by  the 
Engineers’  Council  for  Professional  Development. 

4.  Licensure 

Q.  What  is  the  purpose  of  registration? 

A.  As  the  Pennsylvania  Law  clearly  indicates  it  is  for  the 
purpose  of  safeguarding  life,  health,  and  property.  In 
other  words,  it  is  intended  to  raise  the  standard  of  en- 
gineers in  responsible  charge  of  work  and  to  keep  out  of 
the  field  incompetent  men  through  whose  lack  of  prepara- 
tion and  experience  the  life,  health,  and  property  of  the 
public  may  be  endangered. 

Q.  If  one  is  employed  as  a designing  engineer  by  an  indus- 
trial concern,  why  should  he  register? 

A.  Because  an  engineer  in  charge  of  the  design  of  machinery 
or  other  equipment  assumes  a responsibility  that  involves 
the  safety  of  life  and  property,  and  only  qualified  en- 
gineers should  assume  such  responsibility. 

Q.  Should  the  chief  engineer  (not  the  power  plant  operator) 
of  a manufacturing  plant  be  registered? 

A.  The  chief  engineer  of  a manufacturing  plant  has  a vital 
responsibility  in  relation  to  the  life,  health,  and  property 
of  employes  and  the  users  of  equipment  for  whose  design 
and  construction  he  is  responsible,  and  it  is  important  that 
he  should  establish  his  qualifications  for  such  a position. 

Q.  May  an  engineer  graduate  who  has  had  two  years’  experi- 
ence, which  is  the  minimum  of  the  law,  be  registered  as  a 
professional  engineer? 

A.  The  law  provides  that  the  applicant  must  not  only  have 
certain  basic  preparation,  but  must,  in  addition,  show  that 
he  has  had  experience  that  clearly  indicates  that  he  is 
qualified  to  take  responsible  charge  of  engineering  projects. 
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The  Board  construes  this  to  mean  projects  of  considerable 
magnitude.  The  two  years’  experience  must,  therefore,  be 
regarded  simply  as  a minimum.  The  more  important 
qualification  is  the  experience  that  proves  that  the  appli- 
cant is  qualified  for  a place  of  major  engineering  respon- 
sibility. 

Q.  Should  an  engineer  doing  sales  work  be  registered? 

A.  The  answer  depends  on  the  kind  of  work  that  the  sales- 
man is  actually  employed  to  do.  If  in  connection  with 
his  sales  work  his  engineering  responsibility  is  such  that 
it  involves  either  the  safety  of  life,  health,  and  property, 
he  should  be  registered.  Whether  or  not  he  can  be  regis- 
tered, however,  depends  upon  his  engineering  preparation 
and  experience. 

Q.  Does  the  Board  register  engineers  in  the  different 
branches  of  the  profession? 

A.  The  Pennsylvania  Law  provides  for  only  one  registration 
for  professional  engineers.  However,  the  applicant  in  his 
application  must  state  the  branch  or  branches  of  engineer- 
ing in  which  he  claims  proficiency,  and  it  is  assumed  that 
he  will  engage  only  in  the  branches  of  engineering  in 
which  he  is  proficient. 

Q.  Does  registration  based  on  proficiency  in  one  branch  of 
engineering  permit  the  registrant  to  undertake  work  in 
other  branches? 

A.  The  registered  professional  engineer  may  engage  in  any 
branches  of  engineering  in  which  he  is  proficient.  On  the 
other  hand,  if  he  should  engage  in  work  for  which  he  is 
not  qualified,  his  registration  may  be  revoked.  It  is, 
therefore,  important  that  he  should  engage  only  in  prac- 
tice for  which  he  is  fully  qualified. 

Q.  How  soon  after  registration  has  been  denied  may  an  appli- 
cant again  make  application? 

A.  The  answer  will  depend  on  additional  experience  or  the 
further  preparation  the  applicant  may  acquire  in  the 
meantime.  The  Board  will  consider  an  application  at  any 
time  at  which  the  applicant  may  consider  himself 
qualified. 

Q.  What  is  the  registration  fee? 

A.  $20.00,  half  of  which  will  be  returned  to  the  applicant  if 
the  registration  is  declined. 

Q.  Is  there  an  annual  renewal  fee? 

A.  A renewal  fee  of  $1.00  per  year  is  required. 
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Q.  In  giving  references,  who  are  the  best  references  that  can 
be  used? 

A.  The  best  references  are  professional  engineers  registered 
in  Pennsylvania  who  have  been  employers  or  superiors  of 
the  applicant.  In  any  event,  references  should  be  per- 
sonally familiar  with  the  applicant’s  work  and  the  en- 
gineering responsibility  connected  therewith. 

Q.  Can  a resident  of  another  state  be  registered  in  Pennsyl- 
vania? /. 

A.  Yes,  if  he  complies  with  the  Pennsylvania  Law,  although 
the  Board  always  communicates  with  the  Board  of  the 
state  of  which  the  applicant  is  a resident  concerning  his 
qualifications. 

Q.  What  is  meant  by  “responsible  charge  of  work?” 

A.  Responsible  charge  means  the  complete  and  sole  charge  of 
a project  of  considerable  magnitude  as  principal  or  prin- 
cipal’s assistant. 

Q.  Must  an  applicant  have  design  experience  to  be  regis- 
tered? 

A.  No,  he  may  be  capable  of  being  in  responsible  engineering 
charge  of  field  or  plant  work  and  be  registered. 

Q.  Is  responsible  charge  as  superintendent  for  a contractor 
regarded  as  responsible  engineering  charge? 

A.  No,  except  in  cases  where  he  is  personally  responsible  for 
engineering  work  of  sufficient  weight. 

Q.  Is  membership  in  an  engineering  society  necessary  for 
registration? 

A.  No. 

Q.  Is  it  proper  to  include  the  words  “Professional  Engineer” 
on  business  cards? 

A.  There  is  nothing  in  the  registration  law  to  prevent  such 
use  by  a registered  professional  engineer.  Whether  it  is 
proper  or  in  good  taste  may  be  questioned.  If  it  is  desired 
to  use  some  such  designation,  the  words  “Registered  Pro- 
fessional Engineer”  would  appear  preferable. 

Q.  What  advantage  is  to  be  derived  from  registration? 

A.  It  tends  to  safeguard  the  public  against  incompetent  and 
unscrupulous  persons  who  may  pose  as  competent  en- 
gineers. It  also  assures  the  public  that  an  engineer  is 
qualified  by  preparation,  experience,  and  character  to 
take  responsible  charge  of  engineering  projects.  It  gives 
prestige  to  the  engineer. 
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Q.  Why  should  a person  engaged  in  the  making  of  land 
surveys  be  registered  as  a surveyor? 

A.  The  survey  of  farm,  coal,  and  other  land,  as  well  as  town 
and  city  property,  involves  in  an  important  way  the  title 
to  property  and  before  assuming  such  responsibility  the 
surveyor  should  measure  up  to  the  requirements  for 
registration. 


MEDICINE 

Due  to  the  fact  that  Chiropodists,  Drugless  Therapists, 
and  Physiotherapists  are  examined  and  approved  by  the 
State  Board  of  Medical  Education  and  Licensure,  ques- 
tions and  answers  pertaining  to  these  groups  are  placed 
in  a position  following  those  pertaining  to  Medicine. 

1.  Pre-Professional  Education  Requirements 

A.  Secondary  School 

Q.  What  are  the  state  preliminary  secondary  education  re- 
quirements for  license  to  practice  medicine  in  Pennsyl- 
vania? 

A.  Four  years  of  secondary  school  or  its  equivalent  are  re- 
quired. 

B.  College 

Q.  What  are  the  state  preliminary  college  education  require- 
ments for  license  to  practice  medicine  in  Pennsylvania? 

A.  Not  less  than  two  years  or  sixty  semester  hours  of  college 
credits,  including  one  year  in  biology,  one  year  in  physics, 
one  and  one-half  years  in  chemistry,  including  one-half 
year  in  organic  chemistry,  and  six  semester  hours  in  Eng- 
lish composition  and  literature,  all  of  which  shall  have 
been  acquired  prior  to  entering  a medical  school.  One 
year  of  biology,  physics,  and  chemistry  is  interpreted  as 
eight  semester  hours  for  each  subject. 

2.  Professional  Education  Requirements 

Q.  What  are  the  professional  requirements  for  license  to 
practice  medicine  in  Pennsylvania? 

A.  Four  years  of  preparation  in  a medical  school  approved 
by  the  State  Board  of  Medical  Education  and  Licensure 
and  graduation  therefrom. 

Q.  Does  the  Pennsylvania  law  require  an  interneship? 

A.  Yes.  The  law  requires  that  an  applicant  for  license  to 
practice  medicine  in  Pennsylvania  must  submit  creden- 
tials showing  the  completion  of  one  year  of  rotational 
interne  service. 
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Q.  Must  the  interneship  follow  graduation  from  a medical 
school? 

A.  Yes. 

Q.  Will  an  interneship  served  in  any  hospital  in  the  state  be 
acceptable? 

A.  No.  The  State  Board  of  Medical  Education  and  Licen- 
sure is  authorized  by  law  to  inspect  and  approve  hospitals 
in  which  a physician  may  serve  his  interneship. 

Q.  Does  the  Board  furnish  a list  of  hospitals  in  Pennsylvania 
approved  for  interneship? 

A.  Yes.  The  list  of  hospitals  approved  by  the  Board  for 
interne  service  is  published  in  January  of  each  year  for 
the  interne  year  beginning  July  1. 


3.  Examinations 

Q.  When  are  examinations  held  by  the  Board? 

A.  Examinations  are  held  in  Philadelphia  in  January  of 
each  year  and  in  Philadelphia  and  Pittsburgh  in  July 
of  each  year. 

Q.  If  an  applicant  fails  in  the  State  Board  examination,  is 
he  allowed  to  repeat  it? 

A.  Yes,  after  six  months  and  within  two  years  from  the  date 
of  failure. 

Q.  What  is  required  of  an  applicant  who  fails  in  the  second 
examination  before  the  Board? 

A.  An  applicant  who  fails  in  two  examinations  must  complete 
a year  of  post-graduate  study  approved  by  the  Board 
before  he  may  be  admitted  to  the  third  examination. 

Q.  Are  physicians  allowed  to  repeat  the  bedside  examina- 
tions? 

A.  No,  the  bedside  examination  is  confined  to  one  trial  only. 

4.  Licensure 

Q.  What  states  does  Pennsylvania  reciprocate  with  in  the 
matter  of  medical  licensure? 

A.  Pennsylvania  no  longer  enters  into  reciprocity  agreements 
with  other  states,  but  endorses  the  medical  license 
issued  by  any  state  in  the  United  States,  providing  the 
applicant  meets  all  of  the  requirements  of  the  Pennsyl- 
vania law. 
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Q.  How  many  years  of  practice  is  a phj^sician  required  to 
have  before  he  is  eligible  for  licensure  by  endorsement? 

A.  If  the  physician  passes  the  examination  in  the  state  from 
which  he  transfers  before  the  completion  of  his  interne- 
ship,  he  is  required  to  be  in  practice  two  years  following 
the  completion  of  interneship.  If  the  examination  is 
passed  following  the  completion  of  interneship,  licensure 
by  endorsement  may  be  granted  immediately  upon  the 
completion  of  interne  service,  providing  the  credentials 
submitted  are  satisfactory. 

Q.  What  is  the  fee  for  license  to  practice  medicine  in  Penn- 
sylvania by  endorsement? 

A.  $100.00. 

Q.  Does  the  law  provide  a way  by  which  physicians  who  have 
been  practicing  for  a number  of  years  and  who  are  not 
eligible  for  licensure  by  endorsement  may  be  licensed? 

A.  Yes.  Physicians  who  have  been  in  practice  over  ten  years 
and  are  not  eligible  for  licensure  by  endorsement  may  be 
admitted  to  the  practical  bedside  examinations,  providing 
the  credentials  submitted  are  satisfactory. 

Q.  Is  an  applicant  for  license  to  practice  medicine  in  Penn- 
sylvania required  to  be  a citizen  of  the  United  States? 

A.  An  applicant  for  license  to  practice  medicine  in  Pennsyl- 
vania must  either  be  a citizen  of  the  United  States  or 
present  a Declaration  of  Intention  to  become  a citizen 
of  the  United  States. 

Q.  Are  physicians  licensed  in  Pennsylvania  required  to 
register  annually? 

A.  Yes.  All  licensed  physicians  must  register  on  or  before 
January  1 of  each  year. 

Q.  Are  physicians  licensed  in  Pennsylvania  and  practicing 
outside  of  the  state  exempt  from  paying  annual  registra- 
tion fees? 

A.  Physicians  who  are  practicing  medicine  outside  of  Penn- 
sylvania are  exempted  from  paying  annual  registration 
fees,  providing  they  notify  the  Board  of  their  removal 
from  the  state. 

Q.  What  is  the  annual  registration  fee? 

A.  $1.00  per  year. 
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Chiropody 

1.  Pre-professional  Education  Requirements 
A.  Secondary  School 

Q.  What  are  the  preliminary  education  requirements  for 
license  to  practice  chiropody  in  Pennsylvania? 

A.  Four  years  of  approved  secondary  school  work  are  re- 
quired. 

2.  Professional  Education  Requirements 

Q.  What  are  the  professional  requirements  for  license  to  prac- 
tice chiropody  in  Pennsylvania? 

A.  Two  years  of  study  in  an  approved  chiropody  school  and 
graduation  therefrom. 

3.  Examinations 

Q.  What  is  the  fee  for  admission  to  the  chiropody  examina- 
tion? 

A.  $25.00. 

Q.  When  and  where  are  examinations  in  chiropody  given? 

A.  Examinations  are  held  in  Philadelphia  in  January  of 
each  year  and  in  Philadelphia  and  Pittsburgh  in  July  of 
each  year. 

Q.  Is  an  applicant  who  fails  in  the  examination  allowed  to 
repeat  it? 

A.  Yes,  after  six  months  and  within  two  years  from  date 
of  failure. 

Q.  Is  an  applicant  who  fails  in  two  examinations  allowed 
to  repeat? 

A.  Applicants  who  fail  in  two  examinations  are  required  to 
submit  credentials  showing  the  completion  of  one  year 
of  post-graduate  study  approved  by  the  Board  before 
they  may  take  the  third  examination. 

4.  Licensure 

Q.  Does  Pennsylvania  reciprocate  with  any  of  the  states  in 
the  matter  of  chiropody  licensure? 

A.  No.  All  applicants  for  license  to  practice  chiropody  in 
Pennsylvania  must  take  the  State  Board  examinations. 

Q.  Is  a licensed  chiropodist  allowed  to  use  the  title  “Doctor?” 

A.  Licensure  in  chiropody  does  not  authorize  the  right  to 
use  the  term  “Doctor”  without  designating  wherein  the 
degree  was  received  and  then  only  when  a graduate  of  a 
legally  chartered  institution. 
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Q.  Are  licensed  chiropodists  required  to  register  annually? 
A.  Yes,  on  or  before  January  1 of  each  year. 

Q.  What  is  the  annual  registration  fee? 

A.  $1.00  per  year. 


Drugless  Therapy 

1.  Pre-professional  Education  Requirements 

A.  Secondary  School 

Q.  What  are  the  preliminary  secondary  education  require- 
ments for  license  to  practice  drugless  therapy  in  Penn- 
sylvania? 

A.  The  satisfactory  completion  of  a standard  four-year 
secondary  school  course,  or  its  equivalent,  is  required. 

B.  College 

Q.  What  are  the  preliminary  college  education  requirements 
for  license  to  practice  drugless  therapy  in  Pennsylvania? 

A.  One  year  of  college  credits  in  biology,  physics,  and  chem- 
istry, all  of  which  have  been  completed  prior  to  entrance 
to  the  professional  school,  is  necessary.  One  year  of 
biology,  physics,  and  chemistry  is  interpreted  as  eight 
semester  hours  for  each  subject. 

2.  Professional  Education  Requirements 

Q.  What  are  the  professional  requirements  for  license  to 
practice  drugless  therapy  in  Pennsylvania? 

A.  A two  years’  course  in  the  basic  medical  sciences  similar 
to  that  required  of  medical  students  in  the  medical  col- 
leges of  this  Commonwealth  and  one  year  of  preparation 
in  and  graduation  from  an  approved  school  in  the  type  of 
drugless  therapy  which  the  applicant  elects. 

3.  Examinations 

Q.  What  is  the  fee  for  admission  to  the  drugless  therapy 
examinations? 

A.  $25.00. 

Q.  When  and  where  are  examinations  held? 

A.  Examinations  are  held  in  Philadelphia  in  January  of 
each  year  and  in  Philadelphia  and  Pittsburgh  in  July  of 
each  year. 

Q.  Is  an  applicant  who  fails  in  the  examination  allowed  to 
repeat  it? 

A.  Yes,  after  six  months  and  within  two  years  from  date  of 
failure. 
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Q.  Is  an  applicant  who  failed  in  two  examinations  allowed 
to  repeat? 

A.  Applicants  who  fail  in  two  examinations  are  required  to 
submit  credentials  showing  the  completion  of  one  year  of 
post-graduate  study  approved  by  the  Board  before  they 
may  be  admitted  to  the  third  examination. 

4.  Licensure 

Q.  Does  Pennsylvania  reciprocate  with  any  of  the  states  in 
the  matter  of  drugless  therapy  licensure? 

A.  No,  applicants  are  required  to  pass  the  State  Board 
examinations  in  order  to  secure  a license. 

Q.  What  designation  is  made  on  the  drugless  therapy  license 
indicating  the  special  form  of  the  healing  art  in  which  the 
applicant  qualifies  for  licensure? 

A.  The  license  issued  for  this  limited  practice  of  the  healing 
art  will  contain  the  term  “Drugless  Therapy”  and  also 
the  name  or  the  special  designation  of  the  particular  type 
of  drugless  therapy  under  which  the  applicant  qualifies. 
It  limits  the  holder  to  the  practice  of  this  specific  form 
of  therapy. 

Q.  What  forms  of  practice  are  prohibited  under  the  drugless 
therapy  license? 

A.  Licensure  in  drugless  therapy  does  not  permit  the  holder 
to  practice  pharmacy,  dentistry,  osteopathy,  nor  to  treat 
persons  afflicted  with  any  quarantinable  disease.  It  does 
not  permit  the  holder  to  practice  surgery,  midwifery  nor 
medicine  by  the  use  of  drugs.  It  does  not  authorize  the 
right  to  use  the  term  “Doctor”  without  designating 
wherein  the  degree  was  received  and  then  only  when  a 
graduate  from  a legally  chartered  institution. 

Q.  Are  licensed  drugless  therapists  required  to  register  an- 
nually? 

A.  Yes,  on  or  before  January  1 of  each  year. 

Q.  What  is  the  annual  registration  fee? 

A.  $1.00  per  year. 


Physiotherapy 

1.  Pre-professional  Education  Requirements 
A.  Secondary  School 

Q.  What  are  the  preliminary  education  requirements  for 
license  to  practice  physiotherapy  in  Pennsylvania? 

A.  Four  years  of  approved  secondary  school  credits  are  re- 
quired. 
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2.  Professional  Education  Requirements 

Q.  What  is  the  professional  requirement  for  license  to  prac- 
tice physiotherapy  in  Pennsylvania? 

A.  One  year  of  professional  education  in  and  graduation  from 
an  approved  physiotherapy  school. 

3.  Examinations 

Q.  What  is  the  fee  for  admission  to  the  physiotherapy  ex- 
aminations? 

A.  S25.00. 

Q.  When  and  where  are  examinations  in  physiotherapy  held? 

A.  Examinations  are  held  in  Philadelphia  in  January  of  each 
year  and  in  Philadelphia  and  Pittsburgh  in  July  of  each 
year. 

Q.  If  an  applicant  fails  in  the  State  Board  physiotherapy 
examination,  is  he  allowed  to  repeat  it? 

A.  Yes,  after  six  months  and  within  two  years  from  the  date 
of  failure. 

Q.  What  is  required  of  an  applicant  who  fails  in  the  second 
examination  before  the  Board? 

A.  An  applicant  who  fails  in  two  examinations  must  complete 
a year  of  post-graduate  study  approved  by  the  Board 
before  he  may  be  admitted  to  the  third  examination. 

4.  Licensure 

Q.  Does  Pennsylvania  reciprocate  with  any  of  the  states  in 
the  matter  of  physiotherapy  licensure? 

A.  No,  all  applicants  are  required  to  pass  the  State  Board 
examinations  in  order  to  secure  a license. 

Q.  Is  a physiotherapist  allowed  to  use  the  title  “Doctor?” 

A.  No. 

Q.  Are  physiotherapists  required  to  register  annually? 

A.  Yes,  on  or  before  January  1 of  each  year. 

Q.  What  is  the  annual  registration  fee? 

A.  $1.00  per  year. 
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MINE  INSPECTING 
Anthracite  Inspecting 

3.  Examinations 

Q.  What  qualifications  must  an  applicant  for  examination 
possess? 

A.  He  shall  be  a citizen  of  the  Commonwealth,  a resident  of 
the  anthracite  region,  have  temperate  habits,  have  good 
repute,  personal  integrity,  be  in  good  physical  condition, 
and  not  under  thirty  or  over  fifty  years  of  age.  He  must 
have  had  at  least  ten  years  practical  experience  in  the 
anthracite  mines  of  this  Commonwealth,  five  years  of 
which  shall  have  been  spent  as  a coal  miner  in  the  anthra- 
cite mines  of  the  Commonwealth. 

Q.  What  type  of  examination  is  given? 

A.  The  examination  shall  be  in  writing. 

Q.  What  knowledge  must  an  applicant  have? 

A_  The  applicant  must  have  a comprehensive  knowledge  of 
the  different  systems  of  working  and  ventilating  coal 
mines.  Practical  experience  with  explosive  gas,  danger- 
ous and  noxious  gases  is  necessary.  A knowledge  of 
mines,  mining,  and  machinery,  and  of  the  chemistry  of 
gases  generally  found  in  coal  mines  is  essential.  The  ap- 
plicant should  be  conversant  with  the  work  of  first  aid 
corps  and  with  the  work  and  requirements  of  the  rescue 
corps.  The  use  of  electricity  as  applied  to  coal  mines 
must  be  known.  A knowledge  of  the  science  of  mining 
engineering  to  enable  the  applicant  to  understand  and 
read  the  mine  workings  of  any  mine  presented  at  the  ex- 
amination or  to  make  a cross  section  of  any  mine  from 
maps  presented  is  necessary. 

Q.  When  are  examinations  held? 

A.  There  is  no  stated  time.  The  Anthracite  Mine  Inspectors’ 
Examining  Board  fixes  the  time  of  examinations.  Ex- 
aminations have  been  held  approximately  every  third 
year. 

Q.  How  is  notice  of  examination  given? 

A.  Two  weeks  prior  to  the  holding  of  an  examination,  notice 
is  given  through  two  newspapers  published  in  the  districts 
where  vacancies  exist. 

4.  Licensure 

Q.  What  State  department  issues  certificates  to  successful 
applicants? 

A.  Department  of  Public  Instruction. 
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Q.  How  long  does  a certificate  remain  in  force? 

A.  The  certificate  remains  in  force  for  four  years  unless  the 
holder  thereof  has  received  an  appointment  as  Inspector 
and  has  served  as  such  for  a period  of  four  years,  in 
which  case  the  certificate  shall  be  permanent. 

Q.  Must  the  certificate  be  renewed  annually? 

A.  There  is  no  annual  renewal  required. 


Bituminous  Inspecting 

3.  Examinations 

Q.  What  qualifications  must  applicants  for  examination 
possess? 

A.  They  shall  be  citizens  of  Pennsylvania,  of  temperate 
habits,  of  good  repute  as  men  of  personal  integrity,  in 
good  physical  condition,  and  shall  be  between  the  ages  of 
thirty  and  fifty  years.  They  shall  have  had  at  least  ten 
years  of  practical  experience  in  bituminous  mines,  five 
years  of  which,  immediately  preceding  their  examination, 
shall  have  been  in  bituminous  mines  of  this  Common- 
wealth. 

Q.  What  type  of  examination  is  given? 

A.  The  principal  examination  shall  be  in  writing.  Each  ap- 
plicant must  also  undergo  an  oral  examination. 

Q.  What  knowledge  is  necessary  to  pass  the  written  examina- 
tion? 

A.  He  must  have  a knowledge  of  the  different  systems  of 
working  coal  seams,  must  have  had  practical  experience 
with  explosive  gas  and  other  dangerous  gases  found  in 
coal  mines,  and  shall  give  evidence  of  theoretical  as  well 
as  practical  knowledge  and  general  intelligence  respecting 
mines  and  mining  and  the  working  and  ventilating  of 
mines. 

Q.  What  knowledge  is  necessary  to  pass  the  oral  examina- 
tion? 

A.  The  applicant  must  have  a knowledge  of  explosive  gas, 
safety  lamps,  methods  of  ventilation,  and  mine  manage- 
ment. 

Q.  When  are  examinations  held? 

A.  There  is  no  stated  time.  The  Mine  Inspectors’  Examining 
Board  for  the  Bituminous  Coal  Mines  of  Pennsylvania 
fixes  the  time  of  examinations. 
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Q.  How  is  notice  of  examination  given? 

A.  The  law  does  not  indicate  how  notice  of  examination  shall 
be  given.  The  Mine  Inspectors’  Examining  Board  for 
the  Bituminous  Coal  Mines  of  Pennsylvania  posts  notices 
in  newspapers  throughout  the  bituminous  coal  region. 
Notice  is  also  given  at  times  by  sending  information  to 
the  coal  companies  in  the  bituminous  region. 

4.  Licensure 

Q.  What  State  Department  issues  certificates  to  successful 
applicants? 

A.  Department  of  Public  Instruction. 

Q.  How  long  does  a certificate  remain  in  force? 

A.  A certificate  remains  in  force  four  years.  If  an  Inspector 
has  passed  two  consecutive  examinations  and  has  served 
as  a Mine  Inspector  continuously  for  eight  years,  he  shall 
be  exempt  from  taking  any  further  examinations  and 
shall  continue  in  office  without  further  examination. 

Q.  Must  the  certificate  be  renewed  annually? 

A.  No  annual  renewal  is  required. 


NURSING 

1.  Pre-professional  Education  Requirements 
A.  Secondary  School 

Q.  What  are  the  secondary  school  requirements  for  entrance 
into  an  accredited  school  of  nursing? 

A.  Four  years  of  secondary  education  are  required. 

Q.  May  a person  be  admitted  to  an  accredited  school  of  nurs- 
ing without  secondary  school  chemistry  credit? 

A.  No. 

2.  Professional  Education  Requirements 

Q.  Is  a nurse  who  has  had  less  than  a three  year  program 
admitted  for  examination  or  registration  in  the  State  of 
Pennsylvania? 

A.  Yes,  providing  she  has  had  the  minimum  distribution  of 
assignments  as  follows: 

1.  Division  of  service 

The  minimum  requirement  of  services  shall  be  as 
follows: 
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Preliminary  Course  114  days 

Medical 154  ” 

Surgical 140  ” 

Obstetrical  84  ” 

Pediatrics  84  ”

and  if  she  holds  a diploma  from  a school  of  nursing  ac- 
credited by  the  State  Board  of  Examiners  for  Registra- 
tion of  Nurses  in  Pennsylvania  or  accredited  by  the  State 
Board  of  Examiners  for  Registration  of  Nurses  in  another 
state,  providing  she  meets  the  minimum  requirements  of 
the  Pennsylvania  Board. 

Q.  Is  a person  eligible  for  examination  without  having  had 
psychology  or  chemistry  in  the  school  of  nursing  pro- 
gram? 

A.  No. 

Q.  Do  you  have  lists  of  Class  “A”  schools  of  nursing  in  Penn- 
sylvania? 

A.  The  State  Board  of  Examiners  for  Registration  of  Nurses 
does  not  classify  its  accredited  schools  of  nursing  into 
Classes  “A,”  “B,”  and  “C.”  You  should  communicate  with 
the  Nurses’  Information  Bureau  of  the  American  Nurses’ 
Association,  50  West  Fiftieth  Street,  New  York  City,  for 
booklets  explaining  what  you  should  expect  of  a school  of 
nursing  in  which  you  desire  to  enroll. 

3.  Examinations 

Q.  In  what  subjects  does  the  State  Board  of  Examiners  for 
Registration  of  Nurses  in  Pennsylvania  examine  appli- 
cants? 

A.  Anatomy  and  physiology,  dietetics,  medical  nursing,  and 
medical  nursing  specialties,  which  includes  psychiatric 
nursing,  history  of  nursing,  ethics,  and  professional  prob- 
lems, obstetrical  nursing,  pediatric  nursing,  surgical  nurs- 
ing and  surgical  nursing  specialties,  which  contains  surgi- 
cal emergencies,  eye,  ear,  nose  and  throat,  bacteriology 
and  gynecological  nursing. 

Q.  How  often  are  examinations  held  in  Pennsylvania? 

A.  Three  times  yearly  in  the  following  places:  Harrisburg, 
Philadelphia,  Pittsburgh,  and  Wilkes-Barre. 

Q.  Is  there  a National  Board  of  Nurse  Examiners? 

A.  At  the  present  time  there  is  no  National  Board  of  Nurse 
Examiners. 
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4.  Licensure 

Q.  What  are  the  requirements  for  registration  in  the  state 
of  Pennsylvania? 

A.  (a)  The  applicant  must  have  passed  her  twenty-first 
birthday. 

(b)  She  must  present  evidence  that  she  has  completed 
work  equal  to  a four-year  standard  secondary  school 
course  as  evaluated  by  the  State  Department  of 
Public  Instruction,  Harrisburg.  Any  applicant  who 
entered  an  accredited  school  of  nursing  prior  to 
September  1,  1935  will  be  required  to  submit  evi- 
dence of  having  completed  one  year  of  secondary 
school  as  evaluated  by  the  State  Department  of 
Public  Instruction,  Harrisburg. 

(c)  She  must  have  graduated  from  a school  of  nursing 
that  provided  at  least  a two-year  course  equal  to  the 
practical  and  theoretical  instruction  prescribed  by 
the  Pennsylvania  State  Board  of  Examiners  for 
Registration  of  Nurses. 

(d)  She  must  be  a citizen  of  the  United  States. 

Q.  What  are  the  requirements  for  registration  in  other  states? 

A.  Write  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Nurse  Examiners 
of  the  state  in  which  you  are  interested.  It  is  not  a safe 
procedure  for  the  secretary  of  one  board  to  answer  for  the 
secretary  of  another  board  for  the  reason  that  regulations 
change  so  rapidly  that  we  do  not  always  have  up-to-date 
information. 

Q.  With  what  states  does  Pennsylvania  have  reciprocity? 

A.  Pennsylvania  has  no  reciprocity  with  any  state. 

Q.  How  long  may  a nurse  practice  in  Pennsylvania  without 
becoming  registered? 

A.  There  is  no  time  allowance  for  practicing  in  Pennsyl- 
vania without  becoming  registered.  The  Act  of  Assembly 
states  that  in  order  to  be  in  a position  to  use  the  title 
“R.N.,”  a nurse  must  have  been  granted  registration  in 
the  State  of  Pennsylvania. 

Q.  Are  nurses  required  to  be  members  of  any  nursing  organ- 
ization in  order  to  renew  their  certificate  of  record? 

A.  No,  nurses  are  not  required  legally  to  be  a member  of  any 
nursing  organization.  However,  it  is  quite  as  important 
professionally  for  a nurse  to  be  a member  of  her  nursing 
organization  as  it  is  for  a doctor  to  be  a member  of  his 
medical  society. 

Q.  When  was  the  law  passed  requiring  the  renewal  of  a cer- 
tificate of  record  each  year? 

A.  1923. 
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Q.  What  is  the  penalty  for  not  renewing  a certificate  of 
record? 

A.  “It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  one,  without  a valid  ‘Certi- 
ficate of  Record’  as  provided  for  herein,  to  practice  as  a 
registered  nurse,  or  in  any  waj'  hold  himself  or  herself  out 
to  be  such;  and  he  or  she  shall,  upon  conviction  thereof 
before  any  magistrate,  alderman  or  justice  of  the  peace 
in  the  county  where  the  offense  shall  have  been  committed, 
be  subject  to  a fine  of  not  less  than  $10.00  and  not  more 
than  $100.00,  to  be  collected  by  summary  conviction  as 
like  fines  are  now  collected  by  law,  or  in  case  of  non-pay- 
ment of  the  fine,  to  undergo  an  imprisonment  in  the  coun- 
ty jail  for  a period  not  exceeding  ten  days.” 

Q.  When  not  practicing  in  the  state  of  Pennsjdvania,  is  it 
necessary  to  renew  one’s  certificate  of  record  in  order  to 
maintain  title  as  a registered  nurse? 

A.  When  a nurse  neither  practices,  nor  holds  herself  out  to 
be  a registered  nurse,  it  is  not  necessary  to  renew  her  cer- 
tificate of  record. 

Q.  When  a nurse  who  is  registered  in  Pennsylvania  leaves 
Pennsylvania  for  a period  of  time  and  does  not  renew 
annually  her  registration  and  wishes  at  a later  date  to 
return  to  Pennsylvania  to  practice  nursing,  what  must  she 
do  to  become  reinstated? 

A.  An  affidavit  should  be  forwarded  to  the  Department  of 
Public  Instruction  indicating  that  she  has  not  been  prac- 
ticing in  Pennsylvania  and  that  she  has  not  held  herself 
out  to  be  a registered  nurse  in  Pennsylvania  during  the 
period  of  time  of  her  absence  from  the  State.  If  this  is 
the  case,  no  renewal  fees  for  the  period  of  absence  are 
required.  If,  however,  she  either  practiced  or  held  her- 
self out  to  be  a registered  nurse  she  should  send  a check 
or  money  order  for  each  year  in  which  she  was  not  reg- 
istered, made  pajmble  to  the  Department  of  Public  In- 
struction. A certificate  of  record  for  the  current  year  vfill 
then  be  issued. 

Q.  What  is  the  advantage  of  reregistration? 

A.  It  protects  the  title  “R.X.”  and  gives  the  nurse  a pro- 
fessional status. 

Q.  Are  nurses  required  to  submit  references  each  year  when 
they  apply  for  renewal  of  a certificate  of  record? 

A.  No. 

Q.  Is  it  necessary  to  be  a registered  nurse  to  enroll  in  the 
American  Red  Cross  Nurses’  service? 

A.  Yes. 
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Q.  When  was  registration  in  the  State  of  Pennsylvania  estab- 
lished? 

A.  1909. 


OPTOMETRY 

1.  Pre-professional  Education  Requirements 

A.  Secondary  School 

Q.  What  are  the  preliminary  education  requirements  for  per- 
sons intent  upon  entering  schools  of  optometry? 

A.  The  state  requires  completion  of  a standard  four-year 
secondary  school  course  or  its  equivalent. 

B.  College 

Q.  Other  than  approved  optometric  college  transcript  of 
credits,  is  it  necessary  to  accompany  application  for  ex- 
amination with  other  material? 

A.  In  addition  to  college  credits,  all  applications  for  State 
Board  examination  must  be  accompanied  with  Pennsyl- 
vania pre-professional  certificate,  two  photographs,  and 
fee  of  $25. 

2.  Professional  Education  Requirements 

Q.  What  is  the  requirement  for  admission  to  practice  op- 
tometry in  Pennsylvania? 

A.  The  requirement  for  admission  to  practice  optometry  in 
Pennsylvania  is  the  completion  of  a course  in  optometry 
of  not  less  than  three  years  in  a school  or  college  approved 
by  the  Department  of  Public  Instruction. 

3.  Examinations 

Q.  Where  and  when  are  the  State  Board  examinations  held? 

A.  State  Board  examinations  in  optometry  are  held  semi- 
annually in  January  and  June  at  the  Pennsylvania  State 
College  of  Optometry,  Philadelphia,  Pennsylvania. 

Q.  What  is  the  time  limit  for  filing  applications  for  State 
Board  examinations  in  optometry? 

A.  Applications  for  State  Board  examinations  must  be  filed 
with  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  not  later  than  fifteen  days 
before  the  date  of  examination. 

4.  Licensure 

Q.  Does  the  payment  of  annual  fee  for  the  renewal  of  license 
cover  the  branch  office  license  also? 

A.  The  annual  fee  of  $5  covers  the  renewal  of  optometric 
registration  only.  A person  is  required  to  pay  an  addi- 
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tional  annual  renewal  fee  of  $2  for  each  branch  office 
maintained. 

Q.  Is  a person  required  to  pay  an  additional  fee  should  he 
fail  to  renew  his  license  within  the  time  specified  for 
such  payment? 

A.  Should  he  neglect  to  pay  his  renewal  fee  within  the  time 
specified  for  such  payment,  the  person  will  be  required  to 
pay  a penalty  of  $5  for  the  optometric  license  and  $2 
for  each  branch  office  in  addition  to  the  regular  fees.  The 
optometric  license  will  be  subject  to  revocation  if  pay- 
ment of  fees  and  penalties  are  not  made  within  sixty  days 
from  date  specified  for  such  payments. 

Q.  With  what  states  does  Pennsylvania  have  reciprocity? 

A.  At  the  present  time  Pennsylvania  has  no  reciprocal  agree- 
ment with  any  state. 

Q.  Is  it  possible  to  retire  from  active  practice  of  optometry 
without  having  one’s  license  suspended  or  revoked? 

A.  Upon  written  notice  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Board,  an 
optometrist  may  place  his  license  in  retirement  for  a 
period  not  exceeding  five  years,  which  may  be  renewed 
within  this  period  upon  the  payment  of  all  lapsed  fees. 
A license  in  retirement  exceeding  the  period  of  five  years 
is  subject  to  revocation. 


OSTEOPATHY 

1.  Pre-Professional  Education  Requirements 

A.  Secondary  School 

Q.  What  are  the  preliminary  secondary  education  require- 
ments for  persons  intent  upon  entering  a school  of  oste- 
opathy? 

A.  The  State  requires  the  completion  of  a standard  four-year 
secondary  school  course  or  its  equivalent. 

B.  College 

Q.  What  are  the  preliminary  college  education  requirements 
for  persons  intent  upon  entering  a school  of  osteopathy? 

A.  The  State  requires  the  completion  of  not  less  than  one 
year  of  college  credit  in  each  of  the  sciences  of  biology, 
chemistry,  and  physics,  all  of  which  must  be  completed 
before  the  study  of  osteopathy  is  begun. 

After  the  first  day  of  July,  one  thousand  nine  hundred 
and  forty-one,  such  applicants  shall  have  had  not  less 
than  two  years  of  college  credits,  including  one  year  in 
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each  of  the  subjects,  chemistry,  biology,  and  physics,  all 
of  which  have  been  received  before  admission  to  osteo- 
pathic study. 

2.  Professional  Education  Requirements 

Q.  What  are  the  professional  requirements  for  the  practice 
of  osteopathy? 

A.  Four  years  of  professional  preparation  in  an  approved 
osteopathic  college  are  required. 

Q.  What  are  the  approved  osteopathic  colleges? 

A.  Philadelphia  College  of  Osteopathy,  Forty-eighth  and 
Spruce  Streets,  Philadelphia;  Chicago  College  of  Oste- 
opathy, 5200  Ellis  Avenue,  Chicago,  Illinois;  Kirksville 
College  of  Osteopathy  and  Surgery,  Kirksville,  Missouri; 
Des  Moines  Still  College  of  Osteopathy,  720  Sixth  Avenue, 
Des  Moines,  Iowa;  Kansas  City  College  of  Osteopathy 
and  Surgery,  2105  Independence  Avenue,  Kansas  City, 
Missouri;  College  of  Osteopathic  Physicians  and  Sur- 
geons, 721  South  Grifl&n  Avenue,  Los  Angeles,  California. 

3.  Examinations 

Q.  Where  and  when  will  the  State  Board  examinations  be 
held? 

A.  State  Board  examinations  are  held  annually  in  the  fore 
part  of  June  in  Philadelphia.  Dates  are  set  depending 
on  graduation  dates  of  the  various  schools.  No  interim 
examinations  are  held  unless  six  or  more  new  candidates 
are  available. 

4.  Licensure 

Q.  When  a registration  card  is  lost  and  it  is  necessary  to 
know  the  number  of  the  card  in  order  to  have  his  narcotic 
license  renewed,  how  can  matters  of  this  type  be  handled? 

A.  Write  the  Secretary  of  the  State  Board  of  Osteopathic 
Examiners,  Room  372  Education  Building,  Harris- 
burg. 

Q.  Must  a person  register  each  year  in  order  to  keep  his 
license  in  force? 

A.  Yes.  Also  those  who  go  to  foreign  states  must  register  for 
the  first  year  in  order  to  supply  the  Board  with  their 
location  and  complete  the  records,  as  well  as  receive  their 
licenses.  The  fee  is  S3.  After  that,  foreign  state  prac- 
titioners are  not  required  to  register  unless  they  enter 
Pennsylvania  to  practice,  when  they  must  immediately 
register.  Information  is  always  available  at  the  Board 
office  as  directed  above. 
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Q.  May  a regularly  licensed  osteopath  of  another  state  be 
licensed  in  Pennsylvania  without  further  examinations? 

A.  Yes,  if  he  or  she  has  met  the  same  legal  requirements 
that  obtained  in  Pennsylvania  at  the  time  of  graduation. 
Pennsylvania  has  no  additional  reciprocal  arrangements 
with  other  state  boards.  It  has,  however,  a provision  for 
licensing  practitioners  from  other  states  who  have  had 
ten  years’  continuous  practice.  This  is  known  as  the  "Ten 
Years’  Practice  Clause.”  These  practitioners  must  have 
obtained  all  the  requirements  that  were  in  existence  at 
the  time  of  the  passage  of  the  first  Act. 

Q.  What  is  the  fee  for  reciprocity? 

A.  The  fee  for  all  forms  of  reciprocity  is  $50. 

Q.  With  what  states  does  Pennsylvania  grant  reciprocity? 

A.  All  states  that  meet  the  legal  requirements  of  Pennsyl- 
vania at  the  time  of  the  graduation  of  applicants. 

Q.  What  is  the  fee  for  executing  papers  of  Pennsylvania 
licensees  to  practice  in  other  states? 

A.  $5. 

Q.  How  many  years’  practice  are  required  for  candidates 
from  other  states  requesting  reciprocity  with  Pennsyl- 
vania? 

A.  For  candidates  examined  by  other  state  boards  with  equal 
education  standards  to  those  of  Pennsylvania,  one  year’s 
practice  is  required  in  any  foreign  state. 


OSTEOPATHIC  SURGERY 

1.  Pre-professional  Education  Requirements 

A.  Secondary  School 

Q.  What  secondary  school  education  is  required? 

A.  Four  years  of  secondary  school  or  its  equivalent. 

B.  College 

Q.  What  other  pre-professional  standards  must  be  met? 

A.  Not  less  than  one  year  of  college  credits  in  chemistry, 
biology  and  physics,  all  of  which  must  be  received  before 
admission  to  an  osteopathic  college. 

Q.  Are  there  other  requirements  to  be  met? 

A.  After  July  1,  1941,  all  applicants  must  have  not  less  than 
two  years  of  college  credit  including  one  year  in  each  of 
chemistry,  biology,  and  physics,  all  of  which  must  have 
been  received  before  admission  to  osteopathic  study. 
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2.  Professional  Education  Requirements 

Q.  How  long  must  an  applicant  have  served  as  an  interne? 

A.  Two  years  as  an  interne  or  assistant  surgeon  in  an  ap- 
proved osteopathic  hospital. 

Q.  What  is  an  approved  hospital? 

A.  A hospital  having  at  least  ten  beds  per  interne  devoted 
to  the  treatment  of  disease.  The  hospital  must  maintain 
a thoroughly  equipped  modern  pathological  and  clinical 
laboratory  and  also  a department  of  anaesthetists  consist- 
ing of  one  or  more  anaesthetists. 

Q.  What  additional  requirements  must  be  met? 

A.  After  July  1,  1941,  an  applicant  must  have  completed, 
in  addition  to  the  requirements  already  mentioned,  one 
year  of  surgical  preparation  in  some  legally  incorporated 
reputable  osteopathic  college  or  in  lieu  thereof,  an  appli- 
cant may  submit  proof  that  he  has  served  for  a period  of 
not  less  than  five  years  as  an  interne  or  assistant  surgeon 
in  an  approved  hospital. 

3.  Examinations 

Q.  Is  a licensed  osteopath  eligible  to  take  the  osteopathic 
surgeons’  examination? 

A.  Any  person  who  is  licensed  as  an  osteopath  and  who  has 
had  at  least  five  years  of  actual  practice  as  a surgeon 
may  be  examined  without  proving  that  he  has  had  two 
years’  experience  as  an  interne  or  assistant  surgeon. 

Q.  What  average  mark  must  the  applicant  obtain  in  order 
to  pass  the  examination? 

A.  Seventy-five  per  cent. 

4.  Licensure 

Q.  Who  issues  certificates  to  persons  qualified  for  such  cer- 
tificates? 

A.  The  Department  of  Public  Instruction. 

Q.  What  is  the  amount  of  the  fee  charged  for  the  certificate? 

A.  $100. 

Q.  What  is  the  amount  of  the  annual  renewal  fee? 

A.  $10. 

Q.  Is  registration  necessary  while  the  applicant  is  serving  as 
an  interne  or  assistant  surgeon? 

A.  The  applicant,  while  serving  as  an  interne  or  assistant  sur- 
geon, shall  be  registered  with  the  State  Board  of  Osteo- 
pathic Examiners  and  the  Osteopathic  Surgeons’  Exam- 
ining Board. 
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Q.  Can  the  State  Board  of  Osteopathic  Examiners  cause  an 
applicant  not  to  be  licensed  as  an  osteopathic  surgeon? 

A.  If  the  State  Board  of  Osteopathic  Examiners  objects  to 
the  licensing  of  an  applicant,  the  Osteopathic  Surgeons’ 
Examining  Board  cannot  license  such  applicant. 

Q.  Can  persons  licensed  in  other  states  be  licensed  in  Penn- 
sylvania? 

A.  If  a person  is  licensed  as  an  osteopathic  surgeon  in  a 
state  where  the  osteopathic  physicians’  and  osteopathic 
surgeons’  boards  are  separate,  as  in  this  State,  and  if 
the  person  will  pay  the  fee  of  $200,  and  if  a copy  of  the 
person’s  license  is  filed  with  the  Pennsylvania  Board,  and 
if  the  standards  of  the  other  state  are  the  same  as  those 
in  Pennsylvania,  such  person  may  be  licensed  as  an  osteo- 
pathic surgeon  in  Pennsylvania  without  taking  an  exam- 
ination in  Pennsylvania. 

Q.  On  what  date  does  the  annual  renewal  of  the  license 
expire? 

A.  October  31  of  each  year.  The  license  should  be  renewed 
annually  on  or  before  this  date. 


PHARMACY 

1.  Pre-professional  Education  Requirements 

A.  Secondary  School 

Q.  What  are  the  preliminary  secondary  education  require- 
ments for  a pharmacist? 

A.  An  applicant  must  hold  a State  preliminary  certificate, 
showing  the  completion  of  not  less  than  four  years  of 
secondary  school  education  or  its  equivalent. 

Q.  What  are  the  preliminary  secondary  education  require- 
ments for  an  assistant  pharmacist? 

A.  An  applicant  for  an  assistant  pharmacist  must  hold  a 
State  preliminary  education  certificate. 

B.  College 

Q.  What  are  the  college  education  requirements  for  a 
pharmacist? 

A.  The  applicant  must  be  a graduate  of  a college  of  phar- 
macy recognized  by  the  Pennsylvania  Board  of 
Pharmacy. 

Q.  What  are  the  recognized  colleges  of  pharmacy  in  Penn- 
sylvania? 

A.  There  are  four:  Philadelphia  College  of  Pharmacy  and 

Science,  Philadelphia;  School  of  Pharmacy,  Temple  Uni- 
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versity,  Philadelphia;  College  of  Pharmacy,  University  of 
Pittsburgh,  Pittsburgh;  School  of  Pharmacy,  Duquesne 
University,  Pittsburgh. 

Q.  What  are  the  preliminary  college  education  requirements 
for  an  assistant  pharmacist? 

A.  An  applicant  for  an  assistant  pharmacist  must  have  com- 
pleted the  first  and  second  years  of  the  course  in 
pharmacy  given  by  a college  of  pharmacy  recognized  by 
the  Pennsylvania  Board  of  Pharmacy  and  be  eligible  to 
the  third  or  junior  year  course. 

3.  Examinations 

Q.  What  are  the  requirements  for  examination  for  a pharma- 
cist? 

A.  An  applicant  for  the  pharmacy  examination  must  hold 
an  apprentice  certificate.  He  must  have  had  one  year  of 
practical  experience  prior  to  the  examination.  Experience 
is  computed  from  the  date  of  the  apprentice  certificate. 

Q.  What  are  the  requirements  for  examination  for  an  assis- 
tant pharmacist? 

A.  An  applicant  for  the  assistant  pharmacy  examinations 
must  hold  an  apprentice  certificate.  He  must  have  had 
two  years’  practical  experience  prior  to  the  examination. 
Experience  is  computed  from  the  date  of  the  apprentice 
certificate. 

4.  Licensure 

Q.  What  are  the  requirements  for  a pharmacy  apprentice 
certificate? 

A.  The  applicant  must  be  not  less  than  sixteen  years  of  age 
and  have  completed  at  least  two  years  of  approved  sec- 
ondary school  work. 

Q.  Are  pharmacists  and  assistant  pharmacists  required  to 
register  in  Pennsylvania? 

A.  All  pharmacists  and  assistant  pharmacists  are  required 
to  register  annually  with  the  Department  of  Public  In- 
struction. 

Q.  Must  a pharmacy  be  registered? 

A.  A permit  must  be  obtained  from  the  Pennsylvania  Board 
of  Pharmacy  to  conduct  a pharmacy  and  be  conspicuously 
displayed  in  the  place  of  business. 

Q.  Are  there  reciprocal  relations  between  Pennsylvania  and 
all  other  states? 

A.  Pennsylvania  reciprocates  with  all  states  except  New 
York  and  California  at  the  present  time. 
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Q.  What  are  the  requirements  for  reciprocal  registration? 

A.  The  applicant  must  be  able  to  meet  the  requirements  that 
were  in  effect  in  Pennsylvania  at  the  time  he  was  regis- 
tered in  the  other  state. 

VETERINARY 

1.  Pre-professional  Education  Requirements 

A.  Secondary  School 

Q.  What  are  the  preliminary  secondary  education  require- 
ments to  practice  veterinary  medicine? 

A.  Must  have  a certificate  from  the  Pre-Professional  Cre- 
dentials Division  that  he  has  had  a preliminary  education 
covering  at  least  sixteen  standard  secondary  school  units 
or  their  equivalent. 

Q.  What  are  the  education  requirements  to  enter  the  present 
veterinary  schools? 

A.  A secondary  school  education  or  its  equivalent  is  required. 
Some  schools  are  requiring,  in  addition  to  a secondary 
school  education,  one  or  two  years  approved  college 
credits. 

B.  College 

Q.  What  are  the  college  education  requirements  to  practice 
veterinary  medicine? 

A.  The  applicant  must  hold  a diploma  from  a legally  incor- 
porated and  reputable  veterinary  school  of  the  United 
States  or  of  a foreign  country. 

2.  Professional  Education  Requirements 

Q.  What  accredited  schools  in  the  East  give  the  prescribed 
course  in  veterinary  medicine? 

A.  University  of  Pennsylvania,  Thirty-ninth  Street  and 
Woodland  Avenue,  Philadelphia;  Ohio  State  University, 
Columbus,  Ohio;  New  York  State  Veterinary  College  at 
Cornell  University,  Ithaca,  New  York;  Ontario  Veterin- 
ary College,  University  of  Toronto,  Gulph,  Ontario, 
Canada. 

Q.  What  length  of  time  is  required  to  cover  the  veterinary 
course? 

A.  Usually  four  years,  in  some  institutions  five  years. 

3.  Examinations 

Q.  When  are  the  examinations  given  by  the  State  Board? 

A.  Usually  the  second  week  in  January  and  the  third  week 
in  June  of  each  year. 
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Q.  Is  the  examination  written  or  oral? 

A.  Legally  it  may  be  written  or  oral  or  both.  It  is  usually 
written. 

Q.  In  case  of  failure  to  pass  the  examination,  is  the  fee  re- 
turned? 

A.  No.  A reexamination  will  be  given  without  the  payment 
of  another  fee. 

4.  Licensure 

Q.  Does  the  passing  of  the  State  Board  examination  com- 
plete an  applicant’s  registration  and  licensure  and  permit 
him  to  practice  veterinary  medicine  in  this  Common- 
wealth? 

A.  No.  Registration  and  licensure  is  not  complete  until  a 
license  fee  of  $2  has  been  paid  and  a license  card  issued. 

Q.  Why  should  a practitioner  be  required  to  pay  an  annual 
license  fee? 

A.  An  annual  license  fee  is  required  to  maintain  a State 
Board  whose  duty  it  is  to  protect  the  public  and  the 
veterinary  profession  from  “quackery”  and  the  illegal,  un- 
educated practitioner  and  peddlers  of  patent  medicines 
and  cure-alls. 

Q.  Is  it  possible  for  practitioners  from  other  states  to  prac- 
tice veterinary  medicine  in  this  Commonwealth  on  the 
basis  of  reciprocity  and  licensure? 

A.  Yes,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Board.  This  has  not  been 
exercised  to  any  great  extent. 

Q.  Who  are  required  to  be  registered  and  licensed  as  veterin- 
arians in  this  Commonwealth? 

A.  All  persons  who  are  engaged  in  the  practice  of  veterinary 
medicine,  including  veterinary  surgery  and  dentistry,  and 
all  persons  who  perform  the  functions  of  a veterinarian 
whether  in  daily  practice  or  lines  of  work  requiring 
veterinary  qualifications. 
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BARBERING 

1.  Pre-Professional  Education  Requirements 

Q.  What  are  preliminary  requirements  for  persons  intent 
upon  entering  barber  school? 

A.  They  must  have  completed  an  eighth  grade  school  course 
or  its  equivalent. 

Q.  How  may  the  equivalent  of  an  eighth  grade  school  course 
be  earned? 

A.  By  taking  examinations  given  by  the  Department  of 
Public  Instruction. 

3.  Examinations 

Q.  What  is  the  procedure  to  apply  for  examination? 

A.  File  an  application  for  examination  in  accordance  with 
the  requirements  as  set  forth  in  Act  354.  Submit  same 
with  a check  or  money  order  for  $5. 

Q.  When  and  where  are  the  barber  examinations  held? 

A.  The  barber  examinations  are  held  the  first  Tuesday  in 
March,  June,  September,  and  December,  at  Philadelphia, 
Pittsburgh,  Scranton,  Harrisburg,  and  Erie. 

Q.  What  are  the  requirements  for  admission  to  a teachers’ 
examination? 

A.  The  applicant  must  meet  one  of  the  requirements  set 
forth  in  Section  3,  of  the  Barber  Act,  be  at  least  twenty- 
three  years  of  age,  and  a graduate  of  an  approved  second- 
ary school  or  its  equivalent. 

4.  Licensure 

Q.  What  is  the  proper  procedure  to  follow  in  order  that  one 
may  obtain  an  apprentice  permit? 

A.  Complete  an  application  for  an  apprentice  permit  and 
forward  to  this  Department  with  the  affidavits  thereon 
properly  completed  and  enclosed  with  a check  or  money 
order  for  $1. 

Q.  What  is  the  procedure  necessary  to  obtain  a shop  permit? 

A.  File  an  application  for  Permit  to  Operate  a Barber  Shop. 
Upon  receipt  of  same  an  inspection  is  conducted  by  this 
Department  to  determine  whether  or  not  a permit  may 
be  issued  for  the  shop  in  question. 
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Q.  Is  there  any  charge  for  barber  shop  permits? 

A.  There  is  no  charge  connected  with  barber  shop  permits. 

Q.  Is  an  apprentice  student  or  applicant  to  practice  barber- 
ing  required  to  submit  to  a Wasserman  Test  when  apply- 
ing for  a permit  or  license? 

A.  According  to  the  Amendment  to  the  Barber  Licensing 
Act,  applicants  for  licensure  in  this  state  are  required  to 
file  a physician’s  affidavit  showing  that  his  or  her  blood 
was  tested  and  that  he  or  she  is  free  from  all  contagious 
and  infectious  disease.  A Wasserman  test  is  required. 

Q.  Is  an  owner  of  a shop  required  to  hold  a certificate  of 
registration  before  he  may  apply  for  a permit? 

A.  No.  Any  individual  may  apply  for  a permit  to  operate 
a barber  shop.  This  permit  does  not  grant  him  permis- 
sion to  practice  in  the  shop.  He  is  required  to  employ  a 
registered  barber  in  order  that  the  shop  may  be  operated 
in  accordance  with  the  Barber  Licensing  Act. 

Q.  How  may  one  apply  for  a duplicate  certificate  of  regis- 
tration as  barber? 

A.  By  submitting  an  affidavit  giving  the  reason  he  does  not 
have  the  original  certificate  in  his  possession. 

Q.  When  there  is  a change  of  address,  is  it  necessary  to 
apply  for  a new  shop  permit? 

A.  Yes.  An  application  for  a new  permit  should  be  filed 
and  an  inspection  conducted  to  determine  whether  or  not 
a permit  may  be  issued  for  the  new  location. 

Q.  What  is  the  fee  for  a teacher’s  certificate? 

A.  The  examination  fee  is  $5  and  the  renewal  fee  is  $5. 


BEAUTY  CULTURE 

3.  Examinations 

Q.  Must  one  take  an  examination  to  obtain  a certificate  of 
registration  as  teacher,  manager,  operator,  manicurist? 

A.  Yes.  The  date  for  obtaining  a license  without  examina- 
tion expired  April  1,  1934. 

Q.  What  type  of  examination  must  one  take? 

A.  Both  practical  and  theoretical.  The  practical  consists 
of  a demonstration  in  the  following  phases  of  the  work: 
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Finger  Waving 
Marcel  Waving 
Permanent  Waving 
Scalp  Manipulation 
Shampooing 
Facials 
Manicuring 
Hair  Tinting 
Hair  Cutting 

All  candidates  for  teacher,  manager,  operator,  and  mani- 
curist examinations  must  take  all  portions  of  their  respec- 
tive examinations  in  order  to  qualify.  Exceptions  are 
made  in  the  following  cases:  men  scheduled  for  operators’ 
examination  need  not  perform  facials  or  manicuring. 
Women  scheduled  for  operators’  examination  need  not 
perform  haircutting. 

Q.  What  are  the  requirements  for  admission  to  the  operators’ 
examinations? 

A.  (1)  1,000  hours  of  preparation  covering  at  least  six 

months  in  a registered  school  of  beauty  culture  as 
day  student. 

(2)  1,000  hours  of  preparation  covering  at  least  one  year 
in  a registered  school  of  beauty  culture  as  night 
student.  This  also  applies  to  a combination  day 
and  night  school  preparation. 

(3)  Two  years  of  apprenticeship  in  a shop  which  meets 
the  requirements  of  Section  10,  of  the  Beauty  Cul- 
ture Act. 

(4)  Two  years  of  practice  within  the  five  years  preced- 
ing the  effective  date  of  the  Act — namely,  January 
1,  1929  to  January  1,  1934. 

Q.  What  are  the  requirements  for  admission  to  teachers’  and 
managers’  examinations? 

A.  (1)  1,500  hours  of  preparation  in  a registered  school  of 

beauty  culture  inclusive  of  the  studies  necessary 
to  become  an  operator. 

(2)  Eighteen  months  of  practice  as  a licensed  operator. 

(3)  A term  of  preparation  in  a registered  night  school  of 
beauty  culture  covering  1,500  hours  over  a period 
of  eighteen  consecutive  months. 

Q.  What  are  the  requirements  for  admission  to  the  manicur- 
ists’ examinations? 

A.  (1)  Two  years  of  practice  as  a manicurist  between 
January  1,  1929  and  January  1,  1934. 

(2)  125  hours  of  preparation  covering  at  least  one  month 

in  a registered  school. 
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Q.  Are  students  from  out-of-state  schools  permitted  to  take 
the  Pennsylvania  examinations? 

A.  Yes,  provided  that  said  out-of-state  school  has  been  ap- 
proved by  this  Department. 

Q.  How  may  graduates  from  out-of-state  schools  not  ap- 
proved by  the  Department  gain  admission  to  the  examina- 
tions? 

A.  By  having  their  work  evaluated  in  one  of  our  approved 
schools  and  completing  whatever  preparation  said  school 
may  deem  necessary  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the 
Beauty  Culture  Act. 

Q.  How  many  examinations  are  held  annually  and  where? 

A.  Public  examinations  are  held  on  the  third  Tuesdays  in 
January,  April,  July,  and  October  in  the  cities  of  Phila- 
delphia, Pittsburgh,  Harrisburg,  Wilkes-Barre,  and  Erie. 

Q.  How  old  must  one  be  to  qualify  for  the  operators’  ex- 
aminations? 

A.  One  must  be  sixteen  years  of  age.  The  Act  of  July  1, 
1927,  P.  L.  2560,  makes  it  necessary  after  July  1,  1938, 
to  obtain  from  public  school  officials  permission  for  pupils 
under  seventeen  years  of  age  to  be  exempt  from  attend- 
ance at  regular  public  or  parochial  schools.  This  age  rises 
to  eighteen  after  July  1,  1939. 

4.  Licensure 

Q.  What  types  of  licenses  are  issued  in  Pennsylvania? 

A.  Teacher,  manager,  operator,  manicurist,  shop  owner, 
school  owner. 

Q.  What  are  the  fees  for  each  type  of  license? 

A.  Teacher — $5;  manager — $5;  operator — $2;  manicurist — 
$2;  shop  owner — $5;  school  owner — $50;  student — $1; 
apprentice — $1. 

Q.  Must  every  shop  secure  an  owner’s  certificate? 

A.  Yes. 

Q.  Must  every  operator  secure  a certificate? 

A.  Yes,  except  those  holding  a teacher’s  license  or  manager’s 
license. 

Q.  Must  every  teacher  secure  a certificate? 

A.  Yes. 

Q.  Who  must  secure  a manager’s  certificate? 

A.  Anyone  who  manages  a shop  for  an  owner  in  a super- 
visory capacity.  In  the  event  that  the  owner  of  a beauty 
shop  does  not  practice  beauty  culture,  a manager  must  be 
designated  and  licensed  accordingly. 
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Q.  May  students  and  apprentices  secure  permits? 

A.  Yes. 

Q.  Are  temporary  permits  issued? 

A.  (a)  Yes.  Temporary  permits  to  act  as  operator  are 
issued  to  students  who  have  completed  courses  in 
approved  schools. 

(b)  To  apprentices  who  have  completed  a term  of  ap- 
prenticeship. 

(c)  To  those  persons  who  are  able  to  meet  the  require- 
ments of  the  Beauty  Culture  Act  after  an  applica- 
tion and  proper  fee  have  been  submitted  and  ap- 
proved by  the  Department. 

Q.  Are  demonstrators  required  to  be  licensed? 

A.  Yes. 

(a)  An  individual  giving  demonstrations  of  any  beauty 
culture  service  shall  be  required  to  have  an  opera- 
tor’s license  if  the  demonstrations  are  made  in  shops 
or  to  those  who  are  already  holders  of  beauty  cul- 
ture licenses. 

(b)  An  individual  giving  demonstrations  in  any  of  the 
registered  schools  of  the  state  must  secure  a teach- 
er’s license. 

Q.  What  are  the  requirements  for  licensure  for  schools  of 
beauty  culture? 

A.  A license  for  a beauty  culture  school  may  be  obtained 
only  after  meeting  fully  all  the  requirements  contained 
in  the  Interpretations  of  the  Beauty  Culture  Law,  a copy 
of  which  may  be  obtained  by  writing  the  Beauty  Culture 
Section,  Department  of  Public  Instruction,  Harrisburg, 
Pennsylvania. 

Q.  When  do  beauty  culture  licenses  expire? 

A.  On  January  31st  of  each  year. 

Q.  Must  beauty  culture  licenses  be  renewed  each  year? 

A.  Yes. 

Q.  What  are  the  renewal  fees? 

A.  Teacher — $5;  manager — $5;  operator — $2;  manicurist — 
$2;  beauty  shop  owner — $5;  beautv  school  owner — 
$25. 

Q.  Is  there  reciprocity  between  Pennsylvania  and  other 
states? 

A.  There  is  reciprocity  between  Pennsylvania  and  the  states 
of  New  Jersey,  West  Virginia,  and  Maryland. 
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REAL  ESTATE 

3.  Examinations 

Q.  When  and  where  are  examinations  for  brokers  and  sales- 
men held? 

A.  Examinations  are  held  on  the  second  Saturday  of  Janu- 
ary, April,  July,  and  October  in  the  cities  of  Philadelphia, 
Pittsburgh,  Harrisburg,  Wilkes-Barre,  and  Erie.  Applica- 
tions for  examination  must  be  received  in  the  Department 
of  Public  Instruction,  Harrisburg,  before  the  first  day  of 
the  month  in  which  the  examination  occurs. 

4.  Licensure 

Q.  What  are  the  requirements  for  a real  estate  broker’s 
license? 

A.  An  applicant  for  a broker’s  license  must  be  a citizen  of 
the  United  States,  at  least  twenty-one  years  of  age  and 
must  have  served  a two-year  apprenticeship  as  a licensed 
real  estate  salesman  in  the  employ  of  a licensed  real 
estate  broker.  An  applicant  for  broker’s  license  must 
submit  to  an  examination  conducted  by  the  Department 
of  Public  Instruction. 

Q.  What  are  the  requirements  for  a real  estate  salesman’s 
license? 

A.  An  applicant  for  a real  estate  salesman’s  license  must  sub- 
mit to  an  examination  conducted  by  the  Department.  A 
salesman  must  be  employed  by  a licensed  real  estate 
broker. 

Q.  Are  brokers  and  salesmen  issued  temporary  permits  to 
operate  until  the  results  of  the  examination  are  deter- 
mined? 

A.  Temporary  permits  are  issued  to  applicants  for  sales- 
men’s examination.  Permits  are  not  issued  to  brokers. 

Q.  When  do  licenses  expire? 

A.  Licenses  expire  February  28  of  each  year. 

Q.  What  are  the  fees  for  licenses? 

A.  The  fee  for  a broker’s  license  is  $10  and  the  fee  for  a 
salesman’s  license  is  $5.  Annual  renewal  fees  are  $5  for 
brokers  and  $2.50  for  salesmen.  The  annual  fee  for  each 
branch  office  license  is  $2.50.
